These mighty 
lawyers have said that practically 
all the laws of the new deal are 
unconstitutional. 

These lawyers are the foes of 
the Wagner act and of the social 
security act. 

Mostly they are the high pow- 
ered attorneys for great corporate 
interests.

“So that both for economic rea- 
sons and for these more important 
reasons of the welfare and happi- 
ness of the children, American 
labor has been in the forefront of 
this fully supported child labor 
legislation. 

“At the first, the efforts to secure 
such protection were limited to 
state legislation. Then as year after 
year went on and the difficulties of 
leaving this matter up to the in- 
dividual states when industry was 
nation-wide become more and more 
evident, labor got behind the move- 
ment for national minimum stand- 
ards. 

Organized Labor For Amendment 

“It was nearly 30 years ago that 
the first federal child labor bill was 
introduced in congress and re- 
ceived support from leading con- 
servatives as well as progressives of 
both the democratic and republican 
parties.

Concerts Are Considered 


Several musicians employed on 
the $29,000,000 cultural program 
of the works progress administra- 
tion are reported as advocating 
an admission charge to their con- 
certs. One object of admission fees, 
it was stated, would be to keep 
people from getting into the habit 
of expecting classical music free. 

Two million people attended free 
WPA concerts during January, ac- 
cording to Dr. Nikolai Sokoloff, di- 
rector of the WPA federal music 
project, which already has nine 
full-sized symphony orchestras, in 
addition to several others with 
more than 50 members. 


Dr. Sokoloff agrees with the ad- 
vocates of a small fee, those on 
relief and the underprivileged to 
be excepted, and says that a small 
admission charge might mean 500 
cities would have WPA orchestras. 
It is contended that, if the propor- 
tion of the population interested 
in classical music could be in- 
creased from 2 to 10 per cent, “mu- 
sicians would be in such demand” 
that difficulty would be experi- 
in finding them for WPA 
projects.

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ORGANIZE THE UNORGANIZED 


Labor's greatest problem is to organize the unorgan- 
ized. Getting the various branches of labor to work to- | 


gether and present a solidified front will naturally follow 
when all groups of labor are fully organized. But in order | 
to induce the unorganized to join a union, at all, they 
must be assured that the plan of organization is such that | 
the resulting benefits will also accrue to all, as nearly | 
equally, as is possible. | 

Union principles especially union working rules can- | 
not be put into practice, except on a very limited and. 
greatly restricted basis, so long as merely a small frac- | 
tion of the workers are organized, for the simple reason | 
that under such cirmumstances the unorganized are’ 
always available to replace discharged organized workers | 
at any moment an employer may take a notion to resort | 
to this method to prevent any concessions being granted 
in the direction of union demands. 

Hence the first and primary move for labor to make 
is to get all workers in an industry organized, or as nearly | 
all of them as is possible, before opening up negotiations | 
with employers. The weight of what a union has to say | 
is determined by the percentage of the total number in an | 
industry, who are members of the union, as well as by | 
the unanimity with which the rest of the labor movement

If only a small percentage of the workers in any in-| 
dustry ave organized employers must be remarkably fa- 
vorable to unions to be willing to pay much attention to 
any approach made by committees of such partially organ-| 
ized unions. The average run of employers, however, will | 
not take any union seriously until a large enough per- 
centage of the employes are members to command respect. | 

Hence the entire problem, of getting the unorganized | 
to join the union or unions to which they are eligible, does 
not rest primarily upon the foundation of what the 
already organized union movement can do for them, if! 
they become members, but more specifically on what 
they will be able and willing to do for themselves, through 
their own union, in the event they become live and active | 
members of it. 

Much of the criticism now directed against the union 
movement is more largely due to the existence of a large 
fraction of unorganized workers, always on tap, to be 
used to undermine and defeat most any move that organ- | 
ized labor might undertake before the workers are fully 
organized. | 

A small percentage of the workers, when organized, | 
can always be doing something to benefit the members of | 
such a union, but cannot possibly accomplish very much. | 
Whenever a larger percentage of the workers are organ- | 
ized correspondingly larger results will be attained in 
proportion to the activity and good sense displayed by 
that membership. But it is only when all the workers are 
organized that the maximum of what is possible of at- 
tainment through labor union activity can be realized. 
Because this is true it should be the aim of every member 
of organized labor to leave no stone unturned to induce 
every unorganized man and woman, who is working for | 
a livelihood to join the nearest local union to which they 
are eligible to belong. 

The men and women of labor who are already organ- 
ized are the ones who are in the best position to conduct 
this organizing work among the unorganized. They are 
already receiving both direct and indirect benefits from 
being organized. They realize the added benefits increased 
organization would bring. 

Although it is true that those already organized must 
take the lead in all organizing work that may be done for 
existing organizations those to be organized have even 
more at stake and more to gain than those who already 
are organized, for they not only have everything to

11 States and District 
Of Columbia Now Have 
Unemployment Laws 


| With the enactment of state un- 


employment compensation laws by 
| Indiana and Mississippi, just com- 
pleted, the number of jurisdictions 
which have passed such legislation 
is brought to twelve. The ten 
others are Alabama, California, 
District of Columbia, Massachu- 
setts, New York, New Hampshire, 
Oregon, Utah, Washington and 
Wisconsin. Nine of these laws 
have been submitted to and ap- 
proved by the social security board 
as meeting the requirements of 
the social security law. 

The Indiana law, which became 
effective on April 1, 1936, pro- 
vides for an unemployment com-/} 
pensation fund which is a combina- | 
tion of individual employer re- 
serves and a pooled fund. , Contri- 
butions are made by employers 
and employees. i 

Employers in this state with 8 
or more employees on their pay 
rolls for 20 weeks in the year con-| 
tribute 1.2 per cent of their pay| 
rolls from April 1, 1936, to Decem- 
ber 31, 1936, 1.9 per cent for 1937, ; 
and 2.7 per cent for 1938. Begin- 
ning with 1937, employes will con- 
tribute half of these amounts up) 


to a maximum of 1 per cent of 
their wages.

Settlement Pleases President Green. 


The internal controversy be-j 
tween 19 building trades unions} 
affiliated with the American Fed- 
eration of Labor was settled at a) 
convention of the two groups on 
March 25, which elected officers! 
of the Building Trades Department 
and adopted a plan to handle juris- 
dictional disputes without interrup- 
tion of building operation.

Green Commends Conduct of Strike 
—Visions Real Collective Bar- 
gaining With Goodyear Company. 


President S. H. Dalrymple of the 
United Rubber Workers of Amer- 
ica, in a telegram to William 
Green, president of the American 
Federation of Labor, declared the 
settlement of the rubber workers’ 
strike against the Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber company at Akron, 
Ohio, was a distinct victory for the 
organized workers in breaking 
down the prejudice against agree- 
ments negotiated by union labor. 

In replying to Mr. Dalrymple, 
President Green congratulated the 
organized rubber workers for their 
solidarity and the orderly manner 
in which the strike had been con- 
ducted and predicted the settle- 
ment would mean the beginning of 
“real collective bargaining between 
the Goodyear company and the 
bona fide union of its employes.” 


In addition to regulating hours 
and the procedure for notices with 
respect to layoffs and changes in 
wage rates, the settlement plan 
stipulated that the plant manage- 
ment agrees to meet and deal with 
duly chosen representatives of its 
employes or with employes indi- 
vidually for purposes of negotiation 
on questions in which there is mu- 
tual interest.

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Government Officials Fight Move 


To Keep Filipinos In United States 


Federal immigration authorities announced this week 
the start of an active drive to overcome a “campaign of 
fear’’ that is slowing down the government's repatriation 
program for Filipinos in the United States. 

With the first sailing of Filipinos under the act, set for 
April 17, only a few hundred applications are on file in- 
stead of the thousands expected, United States Commis- 
sioner of Immigration Cahill, declared recently. 

Filipinos in Pacific coast states are being frightened 


by false rumors they would be mistreated and unwelcome N 


if they returned to their 16 


island, Cahill said. 

Congressional Statement Read 

In a statement read into the con- 
gressional record in Washington, 
Cahill declared: 

“The big employers of field labor 
want an abundant supply of cheap 
labor available when the crops are 
ready to be harvested. What hap- 
pens to these laborers the other 
months of the year apparently does 
not interest them. Working under 
cover, these champions of cheap 
labor are employing civic bodies 
and even religious organizations to 
mislead, confuse and deceive the 
Filipinos as to the intent of the 
United States in granting them 
free transportation to the Philip- 
pines.” 

In order to offset the asserted 
propaganda, Cahill announced a 
message from President Manuel 
Quezon of the Philippine govern- 
ment assuring a welcome to re- 
turning islanders would be broad- 
cast. 


Cahill states that rumors are to 
the effect that if the Filipinos re- 
turn to their native islands they 
will be made “slaves” and com- 
pelled to join the army, forced to 
pay back their transportation cost 
and driven to work in the mines 
there. : 

All these rumors were branded 
as “false” by Cahill and other im- 
migration officials.

Wisconsin News 


Support continues to pile up for 
the 22 members of the American 
Newspaper guild now on strike 
against the Wisconsin News (Mil- 
waukee), according to reports re- 
ceived this week by the northern 
California newspaper guild head- 
quarters. 

Cash contributions from several 
San Francisco labor unions to the 


guild strike fund were augmented}, 


by financial assistance from labor 
and liberal organizations in vari- 
ous parts of the nation. Prominent 
among these was the powerful 
Minnesota Farmer-Labor party, 
which interrupted routine business 
at its annual state convention last 
Saturday to pass the following res- 


| olution: 


“We condemn the fascist labor- 
baiting tactics of William Randolph 
Hearst and the newspapers he con- 
trols. We extend our whole-hearted 
sympathy to the strikers of the 
Wisconsin News and agree, to the 
fullest extent of our ability, to con- 
tribute to a fund for the strikers.” 

The striking reporters continued 
to picket the Hearst paper follow- 
ing a court victory for the guild 
in cases involving the arrests of 
several of the pickets. A Milwau- 
kee jury acquitted the pickets of 
disorderly conduct charges. The 
case of Heywood Broun, guild na- 
tional president, arrested on “in- 
terfering with an officer” charge, 
was continued three weeks. 

In San Francisco guild leaders 
are making plans for a huge dance 
and entertainment at Scottish Rite 
auditorium, April 28, in an effort 
to make the northern California 
guild financially solid.
